At approximately 7:15 a.m. on a 
cold rainy Wednesday, Nov. 27, the 
school buses of PHS were filled with 
students, students who expected to be 
brought to their familiar daily routine.

to have to rip the torn pieces of the 
roof off and have roffers come in 
and rebuild it as soon as possible." 

Ms. Suzanne McPherson, 
French teacher at West, was so 
astounded by the incident that 
when asked how she felt about the 
whole situation she replied,"I'm 
not even going to say anything." 

Although the major problems 
with the roof didn't start until Nov. 
26, there were several leaks in the 
roof during the spring of last year. 
Sophomore Tuan Nguyen remem¬ 


bered, "Last year there were so many 
water buckets sitting around the 
school catching water that it was like 
an obstacle course." 

Repairing the roof and paying for 
the damage that has been done was 
very expensive. The administration 
was planning on rebuilding the West 
roof anyway. The estimated cost for 
the roof was over $50,000. The school 
system is going to use the money 
from the $8 million bond that was 
given to the Portage Township 
Schools recently to repair the roof.

Upholds the Law

Although many PHS students 
are aware of Student Council, not 
all are aware of Student Court. 

Junior Wesley Minton said, 
"Student Court is necessary to 
uphold the (Student Council) 
Constitution and when someone 
makes a mistake we correct it 
immediately. We go strictly by 
the Constitution and interpret it 
to make sure that justice is main¬ 
tained." 

In order to get involved in the 
Court a student has to be ap¬ 
pointed by the Council president 
and then must be elected by the 
other members. If a student was 


holding a council office when 
elected to the Court, he must re¬ 
sign his position in order to ac¬ 
cept the court post. 

Throughout the year, students 
from the Council were subpeoned 
by the Court because of their de¬ 
creased accumulative GPA or 
their attendance. 

Junior Kim Bono said, "I was 
subpeoned because I missed three 
consecutive meetings. I feel that 
this was fair because in the Con¬ 
stitution it clearly states that if 
you miss three meetings then you 
will be subpeoned. I missed three 
meetings, therefore, I lost my vot¬ 
ing privileges." 


Other students have been 
subpeoned to court for having a 
lower accumulative GPA than al¬ 
lowed. 

Sophomore President Quinton 
Shorter said, "I was subpeoned to 
court because my accumulative 
GPA was lower than 2.0. I didn't 
feel that this was very fair be¬ 
cause I was not warned during 
my freshman year about main¬ 
taining a certain GPA. I was 
warned this year, but not in 
enough time to raise my GPA. I 
was found guilty during court. 
Therefore, I was impeached and I 
am not able to run for office again 
until my senior year." 

Many students feel that a court 
is necessary. Quinton and sopho¬ 
more Evette Sanchez agreed that 
Court is a good idea because if the 
Council doesn't know what 
they're doing or if they're going 
against the rules then Student 


Court has a trial to rectify the 
problems. 

During this year's elections 
there was a problem with invalid 
ballots. According to Wes ballots 
were destroyed. As a result of the 
destroyed ballots, Wes feels that 
freshmen weren't given equal rep¬ 
resentation. 

Not only were ballots de¬ 
stroyed, but they were also kept 
from the Council. Juniors Tracy

ballots in one of the garbage cans 
in the Commons. 

Friday, March 18, the Couit 
decided to have a re-election, but 
then on April 3, after long talks 
with the administrators, Prind- 
pal Forrest Rhode went public 
with the news that there would 
not be a re-election. Senior Dave 
Saviola said, "I support this deci¬ 
sion all the way."

According to Mrs. Estelle 
Chaddock 25,000 people die be¬ 
cause of drunk driving every year. 
This averages to about 500 deaths 
a week. The majority of these 
deaths are high school students. 
Most teenagers can help solve the 
problem by joining Students 
Against Drunk Driving/Students 
Taking on Problems (SADD/ 
STOP). 

When Chaddock came to PHS 
ini 988 SADD was in exsistence.

Athletic trainers do a lot for the school's athletes: taping ankles, 
helping out at practices, getting ice packs for injured players and 
even rehabilitating them after an injury. 

The athletic training class, taught by Mr. Dan Merrillk, is open to 
all grades. However, it's not necessary to be a trainer. 

"Mr. Merrill asked me to be a manager for the football team, but 
then changed his mind and asked me to be a trainer instead," senior 
Brandy Woolsey said.

Whether it's baseball, football or girls' track, all sports utilize 
weights to make improvements in their games. 

Depending on the athlete or the nature of the sport, each 
person may start lifting at different times. Obviously, a football 
player will need to spend more days in the weight room 
bulking up than a track runner will; however, most athletes 
spend a great deal of their off season lifting weights. 

"I started lifting with the track team before my freshman 
season started," junior Julie Knapp, a member of the girls track 
team, said. 

"I began weight lifting on my own at Jim McGee's, a health 
club in Hobart, when I was in 6th grade," junior Jason Solomon 
said. "I didn't lift with the football team until my freshman 
year." 

Athletes utilize both the free weights and Nautilus machines 
found in the weight room in the East building. The free weights 
will cause an athlete to bulk up more than a Nautilus machine 
will. Nautilus machines, however, are a lot safer than free 
weights. 

Different teams lift for different reasons and to help im¬ 
prove their games in different ways. 

"We lift mainly Nautilus weights, to help prevent injuries 
such as pulled or ripped muscles," Julie said. 

"We lift to help condition our bodies and to strenghten the 
parts used basically in throwing and hitting," junior David 
Muniz, a varsity baseball player, said. "We use only Nautilus 
machines to prevent injuries caused by lifting free weights a lot 
of times," he added. 

"I lift free weights for football because it is easier to gain 
weight in muscle and get bigger through free weights," Jason 
said. "Free weights also gave me a lot more power than I would 
get by lifting with Nautilus machines." 

It seems fairly important to these athletes to lift weights 
because all of them said they lift threes times a week during the 
off-season. They all said that they would recommend lifting 
weights as a way of conditioning and staying fit for non¬ 
athletes.

veryone occasionally wor¬ 
ries about their weight and 
watches what they eat, but 
imagine being told if you 
did not maintain your 
weight you would be cut from an 
activity you love. That is the pres¬ 
sure the wrestlers put on them¬ 
selves each and every year. 

Once a wrestler commits to a 
weight for a meet he must meet 
the weight. A few days before a 
meet. Coach Bruce Sheriff would 
check to make sure no one had 
any weight problems. If someone 
couldn't make their weight class 
for a meet, he would be moved to 
another weight class, or he just 
wouldn't wrestle in the meet. "If 
a wrestler commits to a weight, 
and doesn't make it twice, he's 
off the team," Mr. Sheriff said. 
"We address it early and we get it 
under control," he added. 

The sacrifices made by wres¬ 
tlers brought the team closer to¬ 
gether. "If one person is over¬ 
weight we make sure they run, 
don't eat and don't drink water 
during practice," sophomore Ja¬ 
son Alaniz said. 

The weight issue also caused 
many wrestlers to change some 
of their eating habits to maintain 
their weight. "I ate regular foods, 
and if I had to lose weight I'd run 
it off," Jason said. The most weight 
he had to lose at one time was one 
to two and a half pounds. To lose 
this weight he would have to run 
for 30-40 minutes after practice. 


Senior Ken Marrs had a large 
amount of weight to lose. At the 
beginning of the season he 
weighed in at 171 pounds, and by 
the end of the season he weighed 
152 pounds. "I would run every 
night with three pairs of sweats, a 
hat and gloves for about an hour," 
he said. 

Jeremy Rivas, junior, simply 
said, "I didn't get to eat." 

All of this dieting may sound 
dangerous, 
but before a 
wrestler can 
lose or gain 
weight he 
must have a 
doctor okay it 
on his physi¬ 
cal form be¬ 
fore the sea¬ 
son begins. 

Though 
wrestlers are 
on a team and 
their win¬ 
nings are 
scored for 
points as a 
team effort, 
wrestling still 
remains a very individualized 
sport. Andy Baker, junior, said, 
"If you mess up there is no one to 
blame but yourself. Wrestling is 
physically demanding."

A 
large portion of the body copy was set in 10 
pt. and most caption are in 8 pt. IDs are 
in 6 pt. and headlines are primarily in 36 pt. 
The primary type used in the book is 
Palatino. 

The book was produced entirely on the 
Macintosh computers using the Yeartech 
program. 

Halterman, 711W. Joliet, Ottowa, IL, was 
the official school photographer. They pro¬ 
duced portraits, some candids and group 
shots. Other photos were produced in the 
publications darkroom by members of the 
photography staff. 

The book was distributed in the fall of ’92. 
It was sold at registration for $15. During 
the school year it was sold for $18 and 
during distribution it was sold for $25. 

The 1991 Legend was rated first class with 
three marks of distinction by the National 
Scholastic Press Association.
